Our own reporters and correspondents, 
and they are many, have frequent warn- 
ings to be particular in their facts and 
sparing of their speculations, and on no 
account to confonnd the two, so that one 
mar appear to be the other. Im spite 
however of the beat intentions here 
and more than ordinary caution in those 
whom we employ, the 
from the errors of statement with 
other respectable journals in these war 
times, are afflicted. We print what we 
find that has an air of probability in our 
exchanges, and of course, what the tele- 
graph brings, without youching for or de- 
nying the truth of what other papers or the 
wires assert. Much is romor and much is 
speculation ; but the careful reader remom- 
bering that military plans ere not divulged 
to the public, will have little difficulty in 
distinguishing both from the truth.

We regret to see that the wild cat ban- 
kers of }Visconsin have secured the ser- 
vices of the Milwaukee Sentinel to assist 
them in their eifyrie to palm their “ stump- 
tail” currency upon the people of that 
Biate. Journalists, as a class, all over the 
United States, have generally proved a 
“thorn in the flesh” of hearticss monucy 
speculators. Such at least was the case 
in this State, when we were going through 
the same ki: d of a campaign as that now 
in prospect in Wisconsin; and there is no 
hicher duty devolving on a commercial 
journalist than that of ridding the com- 
munity of a valueless curreucy. 

In an article in Tuesday's issue of the 
above paper, we find a very just and proper 
estimate of Illinois “stumptail”; bot almost 
in the same paragraph, there follows a 
laudation of Wisconsin currency. Now, 
wherein do the two kinds of “ stumptail” 
differ? The Sentinel says Wisconsin is 
worth on an average S0c on the dollar; 
but at the decease of [linois staniptail, it 
was worth $2c, and the last 31 banks 
thrown overboard were worth over 90c on 
the dollar. And yet it is assumed that

—men, women and children—vied with one 
another who should show them the at- 
tention and minister to their wants. 

The Union men had been living for some 
time im hourly dread and uoder a sytem of 
threats and intimation, and when they saw 
the secees'onists running to and fro, aed gath- 
e:ing in eager litle know on the street cor- 
pers, they supposed some new stroke of the 
enemy was to be the gresult, and §were in 
bashel of trouble about the impending crisis. 
Weil the impending cris's arrived, sad they 
got the news. Then the secessioniste mide 
tracks in sli directions, and with the most 
leughable speed—taking whatever means of 
conveyance they could get, of them ta.

knows where they went, and it is doubtful if 
they know where they would go. The terrific 
end all abeorb ng idea that an immense army, 
who would just slaughter them off l’ke beev.s 
was right alter them, wee all they could think 
of—and li has been eufliciest to rid this s.¢ 
thor of them for a while at least. 

This picture of Fairmont is true of all 
other places through which the troops 
have passed.

SYMPATHY OF THE FRENCTI GOVERNMENT 
WITH THE NORTH. 
{Correspondence of the New York Timea. }

On Sunday night 
the Emperor repeated to Mr. Paulkuer (on 
the occasion of the latter’s formal parting in 
terview) the language I have already given 
ou several times, a« that which His yjosty 
ab.iusily utters on the question of the con 
test between the North and the uth, He 
aesured Mr. Faulkner that be was waichio 
the progress of events with the greatest solici- 
tude; that he should be deeply pained to see 
a disruption of the Union; he felt as 
much inferested im the progress and prosperi- 
ty of th American people almost aa if they 
were a part of his own people, and termina- 
ted by making en offer of bis services in any 
way they might be made uscfal to bring about 
a reunion and avoidance of bloodshed. M. 
Thouvenel, Minister of Foreign Affairs, went 
furiber, and assured Mr. Sanford that not on! 
did he approve of the course of Mr. Lincolu’s 
Administration, but that he would ‘be glad 
he could be insome way useful in aiding to put 
down the rebellion.
